trammelled: and free. to think and to 
j vote as he pleaaes,.

Everywhere political affairs and poli- 
tical alignments are in flux, and we 
see old figures passing off and new 
figures coming on the stage of the 
| world’s affairs. Of the old figures, 
‘only. too many have been the most 
vigorous and most sagacious of men, 
but many, only too often, have been 
merely time servers, ignorant and 
mediocre. The public permitted 
this. 

But what of the new figures com- 
ing on, what of their training, alti- 
tude of mind, character, and mental 
equipment? : 

My thesis is that politics should be 
treated as a science, and less as an 
art--in this sense, that the science 
of. politics be considered as the crown 
of all the sciences, in that it can apply 
and use for the welfare of the state 
whatever is discovered of fact or of 
method in all the others. It is true 
that in the long run a people secures 
a government much as, or perhaps 
slightly worse than, it deserves. Un- 
fortunately, it is also true: that science 
occupies only a low position in the 
thoughts of the people themselves, 
which fact is the cause of the univer- 
sal misfortune that politics and pub- 
lic affairs have been practiced with 
a great disregard of sclentific theory 
and method. 

To the public “Science is a kind of 
a hobby’—and scientists are regard- 
ed as ‘the visionary, abnormal men, 
who spend their time in hunting up 
queer facts and in dreaming fantas- 
tic dreams; as harmless individuals 
who potter round at things’ that are 
of no interest to anyone else; who 
from their strange taste talk a Jar- 
gon that others cannot understand, 
and who once in a while stumble up- 
on something that some more sensible 
and useful fellow is able to put to 
some real use.” This abominable 
conception by the majority of society 
needs to be rectified. 

Science is not an amusement, but 
an extremely important foundation of 
welfare. It should be a public obli- 
gation and a governmental — routine 
duty to advance its sway by every 
means.’ Of all the occupations ‘of 
men, the investigation of nature, and

thought is not comprehended. Yet 
it is due to science that our civiliza- 
tion has advanced at all in the last 
three centuries. In sculpture and 
architecture, in literature and phil-} 
usophy, - the position attained by 
Greece 2000 years ago remains the 
standard of excellence for all moderns 
whereas in the last 60 years we have 
gained through science more addi- 
tions to natural knowledge and wel- 
fare than in all the ages before them. 
The present age will not be remem- 
bered in the future for itg art or its 
literature, or its drama, but for its 
science. 


If we contrast the more scientific 
peoples of the earth witn. the less— 
as regards their, advance in civiliza- 
tion. and ; their conditions | of | exist- 
tenee—the conclusions are unmistak- 
able. Of the earth’s peoples, ° the 


Turks, Arabs, Mohammedans, Hin- 
dus, Egyptians and the present day 


Chinese---(more than half of the pop- 
ulation of the earth)—-have shown no 
great interest in or aptitude for scien- 
tific speculation or method and there 
are of these races not half a dozen 
individuals whose efforts have great- 
ly forwarded civilization in the past 
two centuries. But these less seien- 
tific peoples have been, and are still 
governed, exploited, controtled, and 
even threatened with absorption by 
their more selentifie reighbors, And 
this not because the more seientific 
peoples are the more = stronger. of 
more warlike--the Turks and the 
Mohammedans and Arabs are. sutfi- 
ciently war-like to suit the most ar 
dent of us—-but because the lives of 
the more scientific peoples arc inade 
more cifeetive und progressive by the 
introduction, even though only par- 
tially, of scientific ovireiple and ap: 
plication into their daily lives. 


: 


It is known only too well to scien: 
tific men that the trend of public 
opinion, as represented by politicians, 
statesmen, governmental and munici- 
pal officials: -and even the heads ot 
many great industrial and commer: 
cial establishments, hag been in the 
past to be ignorant of, or indifferent 
to, the position of science in the 
fabric of civilization. They have not 
uctively recognized that its develop-! 
ment was of the greatest national and 
internahional iimportanes. It took the 
mos? terrible war of history to awake 
for uw time the nations to their ex- 
treme slackness, and now there may 
be a aarger of a great Indifference 
again, 

Indifference to the man who has 
made it his business io know is still 
a vory prevalent attitude, ard un 
fortunately little assistance is ob- 
tained from the press, ‘The press 
gives the public what it wants, and 
sometimes inserts a paragraph of what 
the pressmen think is scientific news. 
The public as-a rule prefers tii-bits 
of science gossip, or a sensational 
pamphlet of a propagandist, to sober 
and informing articles written by 
men of authority and sincerity. As 
a rule newspaper editors and sub- 
editors do not know enough of science 
to suppress scientific nonsense, and 
consequently blunders, unpardonable 
,if perpetrated in the same fashion!

Not A 
Western Ailment 


The border towns of Niagara Falls 
and Windsor report a heavy outflow 
of Canadians into the United States. 
And from the Maritime provinces, 
which supply New. Mngland with a 
good share. of “its population, come 
complaints that the southward move- 
ment” ‘is stronger than usual. Regret- 
able as ‘this is, it will help dispel the 
delusion that only in Western Canada 
are conditions unfavorable - and that 
only the prairie section hag been los- 
ing people to the republic. People 
would not be getting out of the east- 
ern provinces if times were © good 
there, and they seem to be flocking 
across the border as fast—population 
considered—as they have been going 
from the western provinces to the 
sunny beaches and other select parts 
of the Pacific states. The oxodus js 
nation-wide, and the causes must be 
operating from coast to coast. That 
fact may help to correct the prevalent 
notion that the westarpi provinces are 
peculiarly afflicted economically, and 
that there must be something — the 
matter with the country. There is 
nothing more the matter with the west 
than with the other parts of the ¢.o- 
minion, They are all suffering from 
depression, -over-taxation, and under- 
confidence. When those casual fae- 
tors are corrected the west, being 
the “new country” of the continent, 
is bound to respond most quickly to 
the influences which make for pros- 
perity. Meanwhile Westerners — can 
do worse than stick to the homestead 
or the town job as the case may be.— 
Bulletin, 


The Hudson 
Bay Railway 


In 1907 the Laurier government de- 
cided to build the Hudson Bay rail- 
way, by which the distance from Sas- 
katoon to Liverpool would be reduced 
by 1218 miles as compared with the 
Montreal route. At present 332 miies | 
of rail have been laid, but 118 miles 
have not been used for years «and 
it was seriously proposed to tear 
them up and use them elsewhere. 
About $20,000,000 has been spent upon 
this project and the rails afe still 8) 
miles from Hudson Bay. It would 
about $4,000,000 to finish this 
80 miles; it would probably cost $9,- 
000,000 to build and equip the harbor 
at Nelson, and it would cost a tew 
more millions to fix up the 118 miles 
which has been allowed to lie idle. 
But the raflway is being financed 
wholly by the sale of western govern- 
ment land, and the west ig anxious 
to have the railway completed in the 
near future. The whole matter was 
thrashed out in parliament a few days 
ago in connection with a resolution, 
asking the the government recognize 
the claims of this railway over other 
undertakings of a major character. 
in the discussion the western mem- 
bers were unanimous for an early com: 
pletion of the railway, but it was clear

that ‘the Quebec. members were, to] 
say the least, not very enthusiastic 
over this pogsible rival to Montreal's 
seaborne trade., The. debate brought 
out the fact thdt the railway is a big 
experiment, out it; was. claimed that 
apart from all’ grain. shipping facill- 
ties, the road would open up territory 
which [gs rich in water power, and 
which offers mining possibilities that 
promise much. - Ontario’s railway: is 
now within 120 miles of the Bay and 
it will soon be pushed to completion, 
and doubtless if' it shows that the 
country is well worth developing, the 
Hudson Bay railway will be complet- 
ed-all the more quickly. At present 
the prospect for rapid completion ap- 
pears to be very poor. 


Vegetables Sold By 
Weight and Grade 


Patrons of grocery stores will prob- 
ably have observed displayed in the 
stores a sign reading “Vegetables sold 
by Weight and Grade’—-The Root 
Vegetables Act, 1922.”. Those who 
havé made purchases of vegetables 
since this card has been displayed 
will have learned that these products 
are no longer sold by measure and 
without reference to grade, as has 
been the custom in the past. 

For ‘the information of readers of 
this paper, it is pointed out that the 
vegetables. that have to be sold by 
weight are potatoes, onions, artichoke, 
beets, carrots, turnips, and parsnips. 
When any of these are sold: with the 
top leaves stll attached, they are 
excluded from the operations of the 
act. Other exceptions include pota- 
toes sold in closed barrels, new. po- 
tatoes shipped between June 1 and 
the end of September, and seed pota- 
toes. The act also regulates the 
marking and packing as well as the 
size of the potato barrel. 

The act governing these regulations 
is administered by the fruit branch 
of the Dominion department of ‘agri- 
Ottawa, and copies of it 
may be obtained from the publication 
branch of that department. 


LIEUT. GOVERNOR 


DONATES MEDALS 
FOR JUNIOR ESSAYS 


The lieutenant governor of the pro- 
vince, His Honor, Dr. R. G. Brett, 
takes a keen interest in the progress 
of the school children, not only in 
their education as expressed by the 
routine work of the curriculum, but 
in the advance made in their health 
education under.the Junior Red Cross. 
Dr. Brett realizes the vital import- 
ance of the knowledge of the laws of 
health and-the practice of hygiene ‘to 
the children of Canada. He is in 
sympathy with the health program of 
the Red Cross and to encourage boys 
and girls to think along health lines 
he is donating medals for the best 
essays written by Junior Red Cross 
members. The children of Grades 6 
and 6 are asked to write on the sub- 
ject “Good Health.and .How to Keep 
it.’ Grade 7 and § to write on ‘The 
Art of Keeping Well.” The first 
prizes are silver medals, the second 
are bronze medals. The prize essays 
will be published in the Red Cross 
Junior, the official organ of the soc- 
iety. It is hoped that, a large number 
of scholars will take up this work 
as there is no doubt that the competi- 
tion will prove of real value. 

The keeping of the Junior Red 
Cross pledge to help less fortunate 
children has found expression in the 
niaintenance of the sick childyven’s 
hospital in Calgary, to the funds of 
which all the branches in the province 
contribute.' With the object of  en- 
couraging children to get up a health 
play, thereby learning health laws, 
and at the same time to raise money 
for the hospital, both of which efforts 
may be regarded in the light of Red 
Cross service, a competition is ar- 
ranged for a Red Cross entertainment 
to be given in the schools, one item 
of which_must be a health play. To 
the Juniors yaising the largest net 
amount on # percentage basis, accord- 
ing to the number of names on the 
school register, prizes of Wirst Aid 
hoxes, A very large  numbor of 
Schools are responding to these sug- 
gestions and every mail. brings re- 
quests for sample plays to be for- 
warded and copies of the Junior hand- 
book in which directions for their 
production are given. 

There is no doubt that the children 
enjoy their new activities and from 
the appreciatory comments and. the 
cooperation of the teachers who are 
interesting themselves in the Juniors, 
‘we learn that the-goal of the fed 
Cross is being attained in the willing 
and living service of the young to 
those in sickness or distress.

More Alberta Coal for Ontario 


| Several carloads of Alberta coal, 
shipped from different parts of the 
province, are now on their way to 
Ontario, where they will be used in 
tests in Ontario homes, under the 
auspices of the Alberta government 
and in co-operation with the Ontario 
government. As stated lust week, 
Howard Stutchbury, trade  commis- 
sioner of Alberta, and Geo, Pratt, 
the government's fuel engineer, will 
conduct the tests, It is proposed by 
the government to carry on a vigor. 
ous campaign for some time with a 
vew to popularizing, Alberta coal in 
Ontario, and furthering the movement 
to obtain a freight rate thet will put 
Alberta coal into Ontario in competi- 
tion with the American coal. Mr. 
Stutchbury is also to appear before 
the senate fuel committee to’ give 
evidence relating to this problem. 
May Build Long Awaited Branch 


According to an announcement from 
Winnipeg the  C.P.R. ~ contemplates 
the coming season the construction 
of 22 miles of the Kipp to Retlaw line 
from Kipp. If this is built, it will 
traverse much of the district to he 
served by the Lethbridge Northern 
irrigation project, and will render the 
lands more attractive to prospective 
irrigation settlers. 

Marketing Seed Grain 

A large proportion of the 165,000 bus- 
hels of registered seed grain being 
handled at Edmonton through the 
Alberta government cleaning and 
grading plant at Edmonton for seed 
growers in the province, has been 
marketed satisfactorily. Carloads of 
seed wheat have -been forwarded to 
points in eastern Canada and the 
States. The plant has been operating 
night and day recently to keep up 
with orders for the seed. The clean- 
ing and grading plant is one of the 
most modern on the continent, and 
as many as fiftcen grades of wheat 
can be obtained through the various 
processes of cleaning and grading. 
The large Monitor fanning mill has 
a capacity of 500 bushels an hour, 
and ig capable of handling four grades 
of grain. The Rotary grader pro- 
duces as many as six grades, and the 
Vickers cylinder machine gives an- 
other three or five if necessary. 
The cost of the plant was between 
$5000 and $6000, 

New Plan for !rrigation Course 

Though the closing of two of the 
agricultural schools has been fore- 
custed, the teaching of irrigation in 
the south is not likely to be seriously 
affected, if a proposal made to the 
dominion government for a winter 
course at the Dominion experimental 
farm at Lethbridge, is adopted. The 
proposal has been made by Hon. G. 
Hoadley that the provincial and do- 
minion governments cooperate in such 
2 course, to be held during the month 
of January in each year. 

The teaching of irrigation has heen 
in progress in three of the schools, 
namely, Raymond, Claresholm ~and 
Olds. This is of necessity a winter 
course, so that a joint winter ecurse 
proposed, svould go 
far to replace any loss by the elos- 
ing of one of the southern ; schoals.

Resumption of direct steamship 
service this spring between Mont- 
real and the principal Norwegian 
ports, with the object of furthering 
the expansion of trade between Can- 
ada and Norway, 1s announced by 
the Canadian Pacific traffic agents 
for the Norwegian-American Line. 


The Canadian Pacific steamship 
“Metagama” recently brought over 
to Canada 400 men and women of 
the Hebrides—the first migration 
of young Hebrides farmers to Cun- 
ada under the Ontario immigration 
scheme. 


A bill bas been introduced into the 
Chamber of Deputies, Paris, author- 
izing the Government to expend 
3,750,000 francs on the Canadian 
travelling exhibition. At least thirty 
French towns will be visited by the 
train this summer. 


As guests of President Beatty of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, four 
boy members of the young farmers 
clubs of Great Britain will cross the 
Atlantic and tour the Eastern and 
Western provinces of Canada. 


Canada's exports to the United 
Kingdom in 1922 were more than 
$34,000,000 higher ir value than ex- 
norts of Canadian ~cods to the 
United States. Lo the United King- 
dom, Canada sold goods to the value 
of $374,751,894, and to the United 
States $340,156,247. 


Before the war India imported 
$600,000,000 worth of commodities 
a year, of which Canada sent not 
more than $30,000 worth. Last year 
her imports were $800.000,000, of 
which Canada sent $1,125,000, and 
jt is now expected that there will be 
a further increase to between $3,~ 
000,000 and $5,000,000 this year. 


The Canadian Pacific Railway has 
arranged with a number of Buro- 
pean countries for the emigration of 
farmers and domestics who are will- 
ing to come to Canada for employ- 
ment on Canadian farms. The im- 
migrants will be brought to Canada 
at the joint expense of their home 
governments and the railway com- 
pany.

serious injury or probable death. 

At the suggestion of Mr. A. D, 
MaeTier, vice-president, C.P.R., sev- 
oral alYidavits from witnesses of the 
incident and others bearing on the 
courage and presence of mind dis- 
played by Mr. Dixon were supplied 
to the Reyal Humane Society, and 
as a result the society has decided 
to yrant a medal for bravery to him. 

The incident happened at 6.380 p.m. 
on February 11th last, when Miss 
Boudreault, who was late for the 
train, ran after it as it was leaving 
Pendleton station, and in attempting 
to board it fell between the end of 
the platform and the train wheels. 

Affidavits of several witnesses pay 
a tribute to the pluck displayed by 
Mr. Dixon. They show that as he 
was walking on the platform he no- 
ticed the young lady clinging to the 
bars of a coach. Just as he reached 
her she released her hold and fell, 
her head striking the oil waste box 
of the car truck, This swung her 
around with her feet on the rail. 
Part of the train hit her, throwing 
her head and shoulders across the 
rail, At this instant Mr. Dixon grab- 
bed her and pulled her clear of the 
moving train wheels. While! holding 
her until the train passed out, Mr, 
Dixon himself was hit on the head 
by a coach step. The injured woman 
was taken to the C.P.R. agent’s re- 
sidence and attended by the local 
doctor, She recovered soon after- 
wards, and admiited that there was 
no one to blame for the occurreice 
but herself,

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TO IMPROVE THE . 
RATIONS. OF THE 
PREGNANT CATTLE 


There has been a too prevalent idea 
in western Canada’that cows and 
young cattle could: be wintered on 
straw alone. They can be, but in 
what condition? 

If the fare be oat straw cut well on 
the green side or if the crop has 
been imperfectly’ threshed with many 
light—and some heavy—-kernels  go- 
ing out through tiie blower and not 
afterwards consumed by birds and 
rodents, the cattle can live on the 
straw and a percentage of them may 
come through looking passably well, 
though Wisconsin experiments — indi- 
cate that the straw of cereals em- 
ployed as an exclusive roughage does 
pot contain enough lime to develop 
a strong foctus in) pregnant females. 
Nor is it likely to produce a maximum 
growth of bone and degree of body 
tone in young growing animals. The 
results may vary a'good deal accord- 
ing to the locality, for the Wisconsin 
investigators brought out the point 
that oat straw grown in a certain type 
of soil was considerably richer in 
calcium and gaye correspondingly 
better results in reproduction — than 
did the same class of fodder grown 
on 8 different type of soil. 

Even then better. oat straw! how: 
ever, when used the year round as 
the exclusive roughage of pregnant 
heifers, always resulted in weak, un- 
dersized calves which were dropped 
ahead of time. When a small amount 
of inorganic lime,from a drug. store 
was added. to the oat ration, the re- 
sults in reproduction were improved, 
but they improved still further when 
to the oat-ration was added some 
roughage like corn’ silage or alfalfa 
hay, which usually, carries a goodly 
percentage of lime in its composition. 
In some earlier studies, where wheat 
straw, along with enough of — the 
grain and its byproducts to make up a 
balanced ration,. was used by the 
twelve-month the results were so dis- 
astrous that the heifers themselves 
became emaciated and several had to 
he changed from the ration to save 
their lives. Wheat: straw was found 
to be very deficient in lime, and the 
addition of the wheat grain did not, 
in these year-round tests, adequate- 
ly supply the lack. 

The importance of an abundant 
supply of lime in the food has long 
heen conceded _ by agricultural — ob- 
servers, Limestone soils are believed 
to favor tho highest development of 


'-Tbone. and. vigor. 


Dentists aver that among their pa- 
tients pregnancy develops in the 
mother's system such a strong de- 
mand for calcium salts that when the 
dict is not sufficiently rich in this 
element, lime may be actually ab- 
stracted from the mother's tecth to 
supply the needs of the developing 
foetus. Such evidence is worth pon- 
dering in connection with the import- 
ant subject of both human and animal 
nutrition. 

In / ordinary farm practice the ef- 
fect of lime deficiency in the winter 


preceding period of grazing, with oc- 
casional access to cured grass in some 
regions during the winter. 

In an unusually long, dormant sea- 
son like 1919-1920, with deep snow 
from October 20th to early May, as 
was the case in the north, the bad ef- 
fects of feeding on straw alone are 
liable to be accentuated. Many of 
the calves were lost in the north 
that winter while many others came 
weuk and small. One farmer living 
near the Beaverlodge station had sev- 
enteen cows in calf and was feeding |

nutrition. 5. 


One should not conclude because 
he succeeds in getting a good: percen- 
tage of living calves that he ig nec- 
essarily obtaining the best possible 
results from his cows. Numbers are 
not enough. We should aim at do- 
velopment and vigor. It is reasonable 
to infer that many a calf ig stunted 
during pregnancy. and prevented 
from ever attaining the scale _ it 
might have possessed. If to the im- 
poverishmont of the foetus during 
pregnancy is added mal-nutrition in 
succeeding winters, particularly the 
winter of calfhood, hdw can one ex- 
pect maximum scale, vigor or per- 
fection of development? And if no 
improvement in winter feeding be 
brought about, it seems reasonable to 
expect still worse results as the lush 
native pastures are cropped down 
or broken up, unless attention is paid 
to supplanting the native pastures 
with good cultivated ones, particular- 
ly legumes. 


To the writer it all seems to make 


out an exceedingly strong case for. 
the provision of some lime-rich, high- 


protein forage such as alfalfa hay, in 
order to supplement the common cer- 


cal roughage. Twenty acres’ of good 
thrifty. alfalfa, on a juarter section 
should prove a godsend to the mixed 


ton an acre per annum for say, two, 
three or four years from the one stand 
—with proper methods it will do 
much better than this:: 


Meantime, it is probable that :nuch 
could be done to improve results by 
attending to the comfort of our ani- 
mals, tempering their drinking water 
and giving access to it, if possible, at 
least twice a day, with salt ad libi- 
tum and a small amount of grain, 
Oats or bran are greatly to be de- 
sired for the purpose :but where the 
oat crop is short and bran out ‘of all 
reach wheat might possibly be used 
to advantage. 


In the Peace River country at time 
jof writing this article, No. 1 wheat, 
is worth 69c a bushel at the elevator. 
. Suppose wheat chop at the farm cost 
a cent a pound. Two pounds a day 
jfor two hundred days would cost 
four dollars. To an animal on a 


mere sustenance ration that would 


likely be the difference between ex- 
istence and thrift, whatever its direct 
effect on reproduction proved to be. 


If cattle are worth keeping, they 
are worth keeping right. In.the ex- 
tra lies the’ profit—Experimental
